A recent article on Joseph Sheridan Le 
Fanu, author of the recently produced 
‘“‘Carmilla,” has prompted acorrespondént 
to send me some suppleméntary détails 
concerning the life and habits of this 
author, who seems to have been as 
eccentric as his later work was macabre. 

During the last years of his life, writes 
my correspondent, Sheridan Le Fanu 
never left his Merrion square home save 
by night, and then only by necessity. He 
had evolved a regular system of work. He 
never rose until about mid-day, when he 
sat down to work in a sunless room ata 
small desk which had belonged to his 
rrandfather, Richard Brinsley Sheridan. 
le worked on until about midnight, when 
he retired to bed. By his bedside was a 
small table. on which were two candles, 
one of which was always burning—so that 
he could immediately resume work on 
waking. At 2 a.m. he would brew strong 
tea, and then, in the stillness of the small 
hours, he would execute some of his eeriest 
work,

Tea,” ‘‘ Carmilla ” and his last works was 
the fruit of these half-waking, half-sleep- 
ing imaginings. Indeed, Le Fanu seems 
deliberately to have adopted the hermit- 
like life of his last years in order that his 
mind would be freer to run in these morbid 
channels—as it was not in his younger 
days, when he was described as ' the 
beau ideal of an Irish wit and scholar 
of the old school.’’ This life resulted in 
the slight unbalancing of his mind during 
his last illness In the last weeks of 
this illness he was constantly haunted bya 
strange dream. He was standing before 
an old house—he wrote of many such 
houses himself. The house seemed to 
totter, but always he awakened in time to 
avoid being overwhelmed in the falling 
wreckage. Always he screamed and 
writhed and awoke in terror. When his 
death came he was sleeping—he screamed 
and writhed in the accustomed 
but this time he did not wake.

JUDGE’S SUMMING UP. 


Mr. Justice O'Byrne, in the course of his 
summing up, deait, with the severe comments 
on the conduct of the Guards made by Mr. 
wood. He advised the jury, if they had 
any doubt that the case against the accused 
woman was fabricated, or any substantial 
part of the evidence was fabricated, he would 
advise them strongly to acquit her.

Education Congress 
In Belfast. 


From Ove Own CorRESPONDENT. 
BELFAST, Wednesday. 

BOUT five hundred delegates, repre- 
BB. senting educational authorities in 
England, Scotland, Wales and 
Northern Ireland, assembled in the Ulster 
Hall, Belfast, to-day, for the annual Con- 
ference of the Association of Education 
Committees. They were welcomed on behalf 
of the Government of Northern Ireland, of 
the Corporation, and of Queen’s University. 

The Lord Mayor (Sir Crawford M‘Cullagh) 
said that they would find in Belfas+ a modern 
city with beautiful buildings, fine, wide 
streets, and some of the largest industries in 
the world were centred there. 

Viseount Charlemont, Minister of Educa- 
tion, said that they would follow the discus- 
sions of the Conference with the greatest in- 
terest ; for, although their educational system 
differed from that in Great Britain, with 
which they were mostly concerned. several 
of the problems which found a place in therr 
agenda presented similar difficulties m 
Northern Ireland. 

Sir Richard Livingstone, M.A., D.Litt., 
Vice-Chancellor of Queen’s University, said 
that he saw nothing in the agenda or report 
about the university. From their schools 
they received the raw material to carry it a 
stage further upon the educational road, 
and from the university they received ther 
ministers, doctors, engineers, technical ex- 
perts, school teachers, and administrators. 
If their work was badly done, the universities 
received the article in an imperfect con it 
tion, and, if the work at the universities was 
badly done, then the public received the 
article permanently spoiled. 

Alderman J. H. S. Aitken, President of the 
Association, said that he was sure it was the 
wish of the conference that be should express 
their cordial thanks for the very gracious 
words of welcome of the City of Belfast.

PRESIDENTIAL 

Alderman Ernest G. Rowlhmson, J.P., 
Chairman of the City of Sheffield Education 
Committee, was installed in the presidential 
chair amid applause. 

Addressing the conference, he said that 
they must keep clearly in the forefront of 
their policy that they stood for the raising of 
the school age to fifteen, for a comprehensive 
scheme for the betterment of the elementary 
schoo! system; they must continue to affirm 
that non-provided schools should be fully 
brought within the term of that betterment 
under a scheme of administration which 
would sécure effective administrative control 
without doing violence to the religious con- 
victions of any. It could be done. 

Having referred to the shock which the 
teachers received on reading the report of 
the May Committee, he said that another 
shock was given when the President of the 
Board found it necessary to stop, without any 
notice, the operation of the 50 per cent, 
building grant, which had been provided in 
order to enable authorities to take up with 
courage and dispatch the school building 
provision which was rendered necessary in 
the solution of the problems of reorganisation. 
It had been suggested that that action of the 
Government was no real bar to the develop- 
ment and completion of  reorganisat on 
schemes, but he did not hesitate to say that 
the practical effect of the Government's deci- 
sion had, in effect, put an end to the develop- 
ment of reorganisation schemes, except in 
so far as they related te the provision of the 
schools in newly-built areas. 

Teachers would naturally follow closely the 
proceedings of that week, particularly in their 
bear-ngs upon the salary question. As an 
associat on, they desired a square deal for 
all the partners ir the great service oí educa- 
tion, authorities and teachers alike. Much 
as they might deplore the fact, they must 
recognise that the control of the position had 


| slipped fram the hands of the Burnham Com- 


mittee. Speculation as to what would have 
happened had the conference of teachers’ 
representatives and authorities’ representatives 
taken place .pror to the issue of the Mav 
report would not help. They must al! 
recognise quite clearly that they were work- 
ing under an Order in Council, in consequence 
of which the grants in aid of elementary 
school teachers’ salaries had been substantially 
reduced, and, as a practical consequence, the 
salaries themselves had been reduced in like 
measure.

He was a 
life-long abstainer. At the age of 14 he 
took the pledge, and his first platform 
work was done for Temperance. 

His first appearance as a political can- 
didate was at North Manchester in 1900. 
where he was defeated. At the General 
Election in 1906 he opposed Mr. Churchill, 
then a Liberal, at North-West Manchester, 
but was again unsuccessful. ' 

When Mr. Churchill was made President oí 
the Board of Trade, he had, in accordance 
with the then existing practice, to seek re- 
election, Joynson-Hicks won the by-election 
after a hard fight, which attracted the atten- 
tion of the whole of England, and entered 
the House of Commons. 

“Jix’’ lost his seat at the January, 1910, 
General Election, and did not re-enter the 
House of Commons until March, 1911, when 
he secured re-election as M.P. for Brentford. 
He represented that division until 1918, and 
sat for Twickenham from 1918 te 1929, when 
he was given a Viscounty and transferred to 
the House of Lords 

When the Coalition fell in October, 1922, 
Mr. Bonar Law gave Mr. Joynson-Hicks his 
first Ministerial appointment as Parliamentary 
Secretary for Overseas Trade. A few months 
later he wag promoted to Postmaster-General. 

He was sppointed Secretary of State for 
Home Affairs when the Conservatives re- 
turned to power in 1924, and retainéd the post 
throughout the lifetime of the Government 
until June, 1929.

BRITISH SHIPS RUSH TO

Y we British liners Appam and Henry 

Stanley have answered the call te 
rescue eight hundred passengers of the 
Spanish liner Teide, which is reported to 
be a total loss off the island of Fernando 
Po, about seventy miles from the Nigerian 
coast. They were expected to arrive about 
three o'clock this afternoon. 

Wireless reports from the Appam state 

that the Teide is wrecked at Oscura Point, 
near San Carlos. 


A DANGER SPOT, 

The passengers have taken to the 
lifeboats,, but are in a grave position, 
as Oscura Point is exposed to the full 
force of the Atlantic swell, and is 

nerally considered one of the most 

angerous points on the coast. 

The Teide sailed from Barcelona on May 
15th for Santa Isabel (Fernando Po). Her 
last port of call was Monrovia, the capital 
of the negro republic of Liberia. 

She belongs to the Compafiia Trans- 
Mediterranea, and is registered at Barce- 
lona as a vessel of 3,829 gross tons. 

The Appam, which is a liner of 7,781 
tons, belongs to the British and African 
Steam llavigation Co., Ltd. (Elder, 
Dempster and Co.), and is registered at

tons) belongs to the African Steamship 
Co. (Elder, Dempster and Co., managers), 
and is desiahinell: at London.

NAVAL LIEUTENANTS 


LOSE THEIR LIVES.

Squadron-Leader L. M. Elworthy, of No. 
17 Squadron, R.A.F., stationed at Up- 
avon (Wiltshire), was killed while mak- 
mg a parachute descent near Andover 
(Hampshire) aerodrome yesterday. 

The descent was made during an exer- 
cise by No. 101 Squadron. The aeroplane 
concerned was landed undamaged, and the 
pilot was unhurt. 

Squadron-Leader Elworthy was a pas- 
senger, and was up on duty. 

The Air Ministry announced that, “‘ as 
the result of an accident at Andover to- 
day to.a Sidestrand aircraft of No. 101 
Bomber Squadron, Andover, Squadron- 
Leader Leonard Maurice Elworthy lost 
his life, and Flight Lieutenant John Rene 
Whitley was slightly injured, in descend- 
ing by parachute from the aircraft in 
which they were passengers. The pilot 
of the aircraft landed the machine safely, 
and was not injured.”’ 

Squadron-Leader Elworthy and three 
other officers were making a practice flight 
from Andover aerodrome, when Squadron- 
Leader Elworthy and another of the 
officers. made parachute descents. The 
second officer landed safely, but when 
men from the Andover aerodrome ‘went 
to the spot» where Squadtron-Leader El- 
worthy had fallen he was found to he 
dead. 

The pilot and the other officer left in the 
‘plane afterwards made a perfect landing 
in the aerodrome. 

The reason for the descent is at present 
unknown. 

Flight-Lieutenant Elworthy’s promotion 
to Squadron-Leader was only announced 
in Tuesday’s night’s London Gazette.

TALKS. 


MR. MACDONALD TO 
CONFER IN PARIS. 


HERRIOT POLICY “READ 
WITH PLEASURE.” 


HE British Foreign Office make the 

following announcement :— 

“M. Herriot has addressed to the 
British Government a preposal for preli- 
minary conversations before the opening »f 
the Luusanne Conference on Thursday. 

‘Mr. Ramsay Macdonald, accompanied 
by Sir John Simon, intends to leave 
London on Saturday for Paris, and will 
continue his journey to Switzerland early 
next week, when other members of the 
United Kingdom delegation will also be 
travelling to Lausanne.”’ 

The debate on reparations in the House 
of Commons fixed for Monday has in con- 
sequence been postponed. 


STAYING THROUGHOUT. 


The Prime Minister-intends to remain in 
Lausanne for the duration of the Confer- 
ence, which may last a month (comments 
a Lobby correspondent). He will take a 
full part in the official proceedings of the 
Conference, but has been advised to curtail 
as much as possible activities outside the 
Conference. 

The examination of the Prime Minister’s 
eyes was completed yesterday, and showed 
their condition to be very satisfactory. It 
was, however, stated at No. 10 Downing 
street that the maintenance of this result 
will depend upon the amount of strain to 
which the Prime Minister is subjected, 
and the degree to which he can conserve 
his eyesight. For this reason the Prime 
Minister has been urged to avoid excessive 
pressure of work at Lausanne. 

Conversations are still going on through 
diplomatic channels regarding the pro- 

sed International Econom’: Conference. 
k is assumed that ti.is will be among the 
subjects discussed in the Paris conversa- 
tions at the week-end. 

Reuter’s Paris correspondent says that 
the British Premier’s acceptance of M. 
Herriot’s invitation was conveyed through 
Lord Tyrrell, the British Ambassador. It 
was from Sir John Simon, and said :— 
“ Please inform M. Herriot that the 
Prime Minister and I will be very happy 
to aceept his invitation. 

‘* We have read with pleasure his state- 
ment in the Chamber, and are convinced 
that the direct exchange of views which 
is about to take place will materially 
assist in paving the way to a satisfactory 
solution of the problems to be confronted 
at Geneva and Lausanne.’’ 


BUDGET PROBLEM. 

The new French Government is already 
thinking somewhat anxiously about the 
Budget, and M. Germain-Martin, the 
Minister of Finance, in a statement to 
the Press, asks the nation to co-operate 
with him in the task of financial re- 
organisation necessitated by the situation, 
which, he says, has become serious since 
1930. : 

The deficit for 1930-31 was 2,500,000,000 
francs (approximately £27,000,000), while 
that of 1931-32 is, partly as a 
result of the Hoover moratorium, esti- 
mated at 4,000,000,000 francs (approxi- 
mately £44,000,000). 

The Government will submit to the 
Chamber before the close of the session 
a bill introducing a series of measures, 
which by an equitable reduction of ex- 
penditure will give immediate relief to 
the Treasury, and provide a sound foun- 
dation for the 1935 Budget. 

“The task appears possible,’’ 
Germain-Martin, “ and quickly realisable, 
without any risk of economic or social dis- 
turbances.”’

PRESIDENTS ATTITUDE UNCHANGED. 


Before resuming the debate on the Com- 
mittee stage of the Constitution (Removal of 
Oath) Bill, General Sir WILLIAM HK KIE 
said that he was anxious to speak on the 
bill, but before doing so he would like to 
inform the House that he proposed to move 
the adjournment in view of the negotiations 
which were proceeding between the British 
and the Irish Free State Governments. He 
asked if such a proposal would be acceptable 
to the Government. 

President DE VALERA—We see no reason 
why-the Senate should not continue with the 
bill. Qur attitude as regards the nature of 
the bill Ss unchanged, and it is a matter for 
this House finally to determine if there will 
be a question of when we could deal with 
this bill again. The nature of the amend- 
_ment proposed by Senator Milroy—that the 

Renieval of Uath Bill should not come into 
force, pending negotiation and agreement 
between. the two Governments—oí course, 
would not be acceptable at all, because it 1s 
quite obvious that a motion of this articular 
kind would. mean that this bill could not be 
put throngh unless there was agreement, and 
wherever there is a question of agreement 
one party is always in a position to prevent 
agreement, and on that account we think it 
%s proper that the Senate should proceed with 
the bill. 

General Sir WILLIAM HICKIE thereupon 
resumed the debate. He said he had been 
much impressed by the forceful and quiet 
manner in which President de Valera had set 
forth his case when introducing the bill, but 
he had heard nothing to alter his opinion 
that the bill would be a breach of the Treaty, 
that there was. no mandate for it from 
the country, and that he could give 
no. support to a measure which would 
permit it to be thonght that Ireland refused 
to keep her lighted word. 

He noticed that no reply had been made 
by any. of the Senators who spoke in sup- 
ort ofthe bill, or by the President himself 
in this summing up, to the admirable exposi- 
tidh of the legal aspect of the case which was 
made. by Senator Brown, though it was ac- 
knowledged by the Jaw officer of the Govern- 
meilt that there was more than one way in 
which that aspect might be considered. 


WHY NOT A DOMINIONS 
COURT? 


All. fair-minded people would appreciate 
the President’s reasons for not referring the 
matter to their own courts; it was equally 
obvious that it could not be referred to the 
British courts. But what better court could 
be. found, said the Senator, than an inter- 
national Court set up by the Dominions, 
which might be asked to give, not only a 
strict legal interpretation to the question of 
the Oath, but also, if necessary, to arbitrate 
on any other debatable points in the Treaty. 
He asked if it were not possible for the 
Free State delegates at Ottawa to take steps 
to put such a court into being. 

Colonel MOORE said that he regretted the 
action taken by Senator Sir John Keane in 
opposing the bill. It would be wiser if Sir 
John Keane and the people he represented 
took more interest in the development of 
their own country. Any party which took 
wore interest in another country than in its 
own was committing suicide. It was not 
they who were breaking the Treaty—it was 
already broken by the Statute of West- 
minster. 

Sir THOMAS GRATTAN ESMONDE said 
that he objected to tests. As he supported 
the last Nationalist Government, yg “ wie 
st the present Government. eanwhile 
het hiad ta the country the 
Commonwealth of Nations. 


THE SENATE'S DUTY. 


Mr. GEORGE CROSBIE said that he 
believed it was the Senate’s duty, in view of 
the serious issues involved in the removal of 
the Oath, to hold up the bill. He thought 
he was right in suggesting that President de 
Valera at one time did not object to accept- 
ing Dominion status. There was some 
danger now of Free State markets being 
affected. Before anything was. done that 
might have repercussions on the prosperity of 
the State they should remember that one 
cannot buy without selling. It was trie, that 
they could procure machinery, coal and other 
commodities, but they. should realise the 
danger of other countries refusing to send 
supplies to this country for fear of any 
inability to pay. 

On the matter of national revnion, Mr. 
Crosbie caused laughter by remarking that, 
even if gold were found on the Mushragh 
Mountains, diamonds on the Macgillicuddy 
Reeks, and platinum on Tara Hill, he still 
believed that the North would not come in 
with the Free State. 


LABOUR SENATOR’S VIEW. 


Mr, “CUMMINS (Lab.) said that the 
Senate undoubtedly had a legal right to pre-

On the motion that Section 3. stand part 
of the bill, Mr. Milroy said he would divide 
the House on this section also.

‘within the terms of the scheduled Treaty’ 
now contained therein.’’ 

On a division the motion was defeated by 
31 votes to 22 

The voting was the same as on the above 
list, except that Senator Staines was present 
on this oceasion and voted against the motion. 

Mr. MILROY moved to insert before 
Section 4 a new section as follows :— 

“This Act shall not come into force 
until an agreement has been entered into 
between the Government of the Irish Free 
State and the British Government pro- 
viding that Article 4 of the Treaty of 
1921 shall cease to have effect and such 
agreement has been ratified and approved 
by resolution of Dail Eireann.”’ 

He said that he would not delay the House 
in this matter, except to say that the debate 
had shown that the opinion of the majority 
was that the operation of the bill Fein be 
delayed until an attempt had been made to 
secure agreement by negotiation between the 
parties concerned. He had prepared certain 
observations to make on the bill before the 
new situation arose, and, althongh he was 
not aware of the subject matter of the dis- 
cussions between the representatives of the 
Free State and the British Government, he 
had some hope that this matter might have 
been taken into consideration, and he was 
not without hope that some good would 
result. For that reason he intended merely 
to move the resolution formally. 

Right Hon. A. JAMESON, §seconding, 
said that he would follow Senator Milroy’s 
example, and say only a few words. = it 
was the idea of the majority of the House 
that the Oath should be the subject of nego- 
tiation with a view to an amicable settle- 
ment between the two Governments. 


MR. JOHNSON DISSENTS. 


Mr. JOHNSON argued that, if this motion 
passed, it meant that the British Govern- 
ment could veto an

agreed to the principle of the bill, but not- 
withstanding the fact that the Oireachtas 
had passed an ‘Act dealing only with the 
Irish Free State, yf ogy said that jt 
should not have effect. until the British 
Parliament said it could.

State. In the South African Constitution it 
was clearly laid down that they might alter 
the Constitution, and that Constitution 
prescribed an oath to be taken by the 
members of the Parliament. If there 
was anything in equality of status, surely 
it was not merely the right of the Free 
State, but its duty, to pass the bill without 
any submission to the British Government if 
the people of the country deserved it. 

Mr. H S. GUINNESS said that the 
objective of the bill constituted a very definite 
breach of the Treaty, and he should support 
the amendment. The Treaty was a partner- 
ship agreement, solemnly entere into, 
between Great Britain and the Free State, 
and that one of the contracting parties should 
now attempt, without any negotiation, to 
annul what was a vital condition of the 
instrument was undoubtedly a serious breach 
of international usage and of international 
courtesy.

FIRST STEP TO SUICIDE. 
Mr. FARREN (Labour) said the effect of

MINISTER CASTIGATED., 


In Senator Connolly's speech they had been 
treated to the most embittered statement he 
had ever heard in that House—a speech full 
of bile and venom. They were told that the 
object of the bill was te bring about peace 
and goodwill amongst Irishmen, but speeches 
like that of Senator Connolly gave some 
indication of what was in the minds of those 
people. ‘These speeches were not made in the 
interests of peace and goodwill, and they 
ought to be deprecated in that House. 

The Minister for Posts and Telegraphs had 
referred to the “gang ” behind the opposi- 
tion to the measure, and that their names 
would be anathematised in Irish history ; 
but he (Senator O’Hanlon) thought that the 
future history would not anathematise such 
men as W. T. Cosgrave, General MacKoin, 
Dick Mulcahy and others, who had played 
the biggest part in building up this State to 
its present position and to everything it 
held out in the development of national 
culture. 

They were told also they were taking 
action to thwart the will of the Irish people. 
With all due respect, he said that, if the 
Government. believed the Irish people were 
prepared to accept the bill knowing its reper- 
cussions and that it would mean their passin: 
out of the British Commonwealth, he sg 
challenge them to put that to the test at 
any time. 

e wanted to know what were the nature 
of the negotiations that were at present 
going on with the a of the 
British Government. What were they all 
about? ‘Lhe big issues before the Irish people 
to-day in relation to Great Britain and them- 
selves were, first, the question of the Oath ; 
second, the question of the land annuities ; 
third, he supposed, the question of tariffs, 
and, fourth, the Imperial Conference at 
Ottawa. They were told the negotiations 
were about the Ottawa Conference, and they 
had to get two representatives of the British 
Government over here to listen to what they 
had to say about Ottawa, and their President 
was going to London on Friday to continue 
the talk. The davs of secret diplomacy were 
not over. 

He remembered those who were now on 
the Government benches decrying the 
methods adopted by the predecessors. Rut. 
in these conversations evidently the question 
of the Oath, the most important . affecting 
this country, was not to be the subject cf 
negotiations at all. The methods of the 
Opposition towards the bill had also been 
referred to by Senator Connolly, but one 
methed they had not deacended to was the 
abusive one. From the opponents of the 
bill he had heard no reference to carrion 
crows, or renegade lrishmen, and auch 
epithets were to be deprecated.

Mr. George Lambert (Liberal, South

So far as he was aware, 
no audited statement had yet been pub 
lished of the last. but on the basis of the 
figures available he estimated the amount 
subscribed as £3,780,000, including com 
mission to sellers, amounting to £757,000 
and £2.086.000 was received in prizes in 
respect of the sixth. The approximate 
total was £13,285,000 subscribed from 
Great Britain, including sellers’ commis 
sion estimated at  £2,357,000; and 
£7.086,000 was distributed in prizes.

LIBRARY. 


PROPOSED 
RESTORATION.

MEETING of persons interested in the 
A restoration of the Central Catholic 

Library was held last evening, under 
the patronage of the Archbishop of Dublin 
(Dr. Byrne), at the Gresham Hotel, Dublin. 
Mr. Charles H. O'Conor presided. 

The Rev. 8. J. Brown, 8.J., Librarian, said 
that the Library, from the ontset, had had a 
certain international character. They had 
always sought to have represented there the 
best Catholic thought, as expressed in books 
and periodicals, from every part of the world, 
and to have authentic information of Catholic 
doings and sufferings in every land. There 
existed, he said, in the chief European 
languages other than English a great mass of 
Catholic literature, a great deal of the best 
of which had no counterpart in English. 

They could not sufficiently express their 
gratitude to the representatives of Germany 
and France in Ireland. Only two days ago 
they had received a new gift of. some forty 
valuable books from the German Minister, 
who had promised to bring to the Library 
some important members of the Centre Party 
in Germany, and other distinguished persons 
visiting Dublin for the Eucharistic Congress. 


A GREAT OPPORTUNITY, 


The Eucharistic Congress presented them 
with an opportunity such as they had never 
had, and, in all probability, would never 
have again, of getting imto touch with 
representatives, thinkers and workers in the 
Catholic cause from well-nigh every qvarter 
of the globe. It was quite possible to let that 
opportunity slip. ‘the object before them 
was the building up of a great collection of 
Catholic literature. One hundred. thousand 
volumes was not by any means an extravagant 
figure to aim at. 

The library was not confined to Catholics, 
but was open to all. lt was open after work- 
ing hours, on Saturday afternoons, on 
Sundays and holidays, and that up to 10 
p.m. It stocked only books bearing in some 
way on the Faith. Ail the sac sciences 


were represented, and there was in it a large 


collection of works on the spiritual life. There 
were also poetry, drama, literary criticism } 
there was sacred art and music. They hoped 
to extend greatly the last named department, 
almost the entire collection of their works 
dealing with sacred art had been destroyed 
in the recent fire. 


MORE SUITABLE PREMISES. 

The Chairman said that they had assembled 
for the purpose of de | to find means for 
restoring the library. ey wanted to find 
some more suitable place for the library than 
Hawkins’ street. They wanted a more public 

lace—one more in keeping with the term 
Central Catholic Library. In order to do 
that they must get a good deal of money. In 
this age of atheism and Communism and 
the other isms, a Catholic library was essen- 
tial in order that the people might ‘keep 
their faith, and that. they might learn from 
books of reference and other books a Catholic 
outlook. This library contained books of 
fiction and scientific books, and the most 
popular of all books—novels. Catholics, he 
said, ought to have nothing to do with most 
of the novels of the time. Most of them 
polluted the mind, and were unworthy of 
being read by Catholics. 

Mr. Desmond Fitzgerald, T.D., moved that 
the Central Catholic Library was worthy of 
support. He said that he thought it was 
very important that they. should: work 
for the Library, because he wanted it to be 
a valuable aid in the cause of the Catholic 
revival in this country. They wanted the 
library in the market place. The ‘Catholic 
Library should be one of the most vital in- 
stitutions in this country. 


NO MERE STOREHOUSE, 


The Very Rev. Canon Boylan, in second- 
ing the motion, said that the. Catholic 
Library was not intended to be a mere store- 
house of books, but to have a direct cultural 
effect. This was the period of Catholic 
action, and the Holy Father had emphasised 
the necessity for it.

TOKYO, Wednesday, 

Discussions’ about the future of 
Shanghai were, it is believed, carried a 
step farther this evening when Viscount 
Saito, the Japanese Premier and Foreign 
Minister, summoned the British, United 
States, French and Italian Ambassadors 
to meet him. : 

The nature of the conversations was 
not revealed, but it is thought that the 
Ambassadors clarified the attitudes of 
their Governments to the proposals put 
forward by Mr. Yoshizawa, the Fe 
Foreign Minister, on May 13th. 

Mr. Yoshizawa, in explaining the cir- 
cumstances which led to the Japanese de- 
cision to withdraw the whole of her ex- 
peditionary force, is understdod to have 
made overtures to expedite the opening 
of a round-table conference to secure the 
permanent safety of Shanghai. 

One of the points to be elucidated in 
the discussions concerns the scope of the 
proposed conference. The Chinese Govern- 
ment has stated that it is not opposed 
in principle to a round-table conference 
at Shanghai, but.it imposes the condition 
that the conference. must embrace the 
Sino-Japanese question as a whole, not 
merely “agis problems like the status of

Stephen's Green, Dublin, 
night. The Rev. Dr. Ryder Smith, B.A., 


D.D., presided. 

The Rev. R. E. Cole, M.A., B.D., Secre- 
tary, welcomed the visitors. . 

The Rev. W. FÉ Heap said that what 
Methodists should be most concerned about 
was the bringing of God to the people. They 
were too much wrapt up in themselves Let 
them consider how politicians had failed to 
restore peace, absorb the unemployed in in- 
dustry, put agriculture on its feet, and how 
the spirit of nationalism was running wild. 
These were problems which the politicians 
had failed to solve. It was not merely that 
the conditions of the world were bad, he 
said, but, in his opinion, there had been a 
fall in character. 
He supposed that in Ireland, as well as in 
England, people were greatly concerned about 
money. Bot what was money?» The fall of 
the pound was nothing compared with the 
fall of character. ) 


PROGRESS IN CANADA. 


The Right Rev. Edmund H. Oliver, 
D.Litt., D.D., of Cahada, gave an interesting 
account of the work of the Methodist Church 
in Canada. He particularly stressed the work 
for unity, and said that in the year 1860 
there were four different denominations of 
the Methodist Church in Canada, and four 
different. Presbyterian denominations. Their 
Church had increased enormous'y in the past 
year, and the new areas to which they had 
penetrated weré also great. During the past 
year the Methodist Church in Canada had 
increased by over 50,000 people. The number 
of Methodist Sunday school children in 
Canada was over six hundred thousand. 

The Rev. H. Bett, M.A., said that he was 
strongly in favour of the plea that had been 
made for reality ‘in religion. Reality. in 
religion was the note of the Methodist 
Church. Reality in religion could only be 
ot through everyone's Fe experience, 
but he did not disregard the importance of 
fellowship. 

Mr. E. G. Barber, of London, speaking of 
the differences |etwen the Irish and the 
English, said that if they differed largely in 
the minor side of life they all agreed in the 
deep things. He had no doubt that out, of 
these days of stress, difficulties and entangle. 
ments, Christianity would come more into its 
own. 

The Rev. J. Cartwright Adlard, another 
English delegate, said that he brought to them 
the deep-rooted love of the Methodist Church 
in England, Scotland and Wales. 

Having spoken of John Wesley's visits to 
Ireland and of Iréland’s contribution to the 
Methodist Church, he said :—I think that the 
best days of the Methodist Church are to 
come. I believe that the Methodist. Church 
was created in the eighteenth century to save 
Protestantism in the twentieth century. 

The Rev. C. H. Crookshank moved that 
the reply of the British Conference be re- 
ceived with affection and respects The motion 
was seconded by the Rev. R. J. Good, sup- 
ported by Mr. W. M. Elliott, and passed.

the Irish Tourist Association was re- 

ported yesterday at the meeting of the 
directors, held in the Gresham Hotel, Dublin, 
Mr. T. J. W. Kenny presiding. 

For the’ first time in the history of the 
association, Mr. Kenny reported their work 
was being brought under official sanction and 
control. 

The association had given up its office in 
London, which was costing £400, and had 
obtained the use of two rooms free of rent 
in the Free State High Commissioner's office 
in Regent street, on. condition that the 
Department of Lands and Fisheries should 
be allowed to hold exhibitions of Irish pro- 
duce and Irish woollen manufacturers in 
these rooms. Otherwise the association 
would have complete control. 

For the opering of the new offices a recep- 
tion would be held in the High Commis- 
sioner’s office on Friday next. All the 
invitations would be sent out by the High 
Commissioner. 


MANY ADVANTAGES. 

For the first time in the history of the 
association this work was being under official 
sanction and control. This would be a great 
advantage as it would bring ‘visitors to their 
office. One half of the people coming to the Irish 
Free State during the May fly fishing season 
were English, and, from a tourist point of 
view, fishing was one of their most valuable 
assets. 

With regard to the arrangements for 
Eucharistic Congress week; the Chairman 
stated that it was intended to keep the offices 
in Dublin open from 8 a.m. till 10 p.m. 
during the entire week. The full staff would 
be in attendance, with two interpreters for 
five languages; and facilities for money ex- 
change provided by Cook and ‘Son. 

Arrangements were made to have an inter- 

reter in attendance at the Congress cam 
in Artane. It had been expected that 6, 
people would be staying at that camp, but 
it Was now reported that the number would 
be much smaller, and it would not be neces- 
sary to have ar official present all the time. 


A CONGRESS RECEPTION. 

There would be a special place for members 
of the Association in the Congress procession, 
and they could come in théir silk hats or their 
“hair shirts,’’ as they liked.

BELFAST, Wednesday. 


HE General Assembly of the Presby- 
terian Church in Ireland resumed its 


sittings this morning in Church House, 


the Moderator (Dr. Macauley, Rathgar). pre-. 


siding. 

On the motion of the Right Rev., Dr. James 
Thompson, it was decided that the Assembly 
should meet in Londonderry on the first 
Monday im June, 1935. 

When the financial report was presented it 
was stated that there was no financial crisis 
in the affairs of the Church. 

The Rev. William Corkey presented the 
report of the Committee on Church Exten- 
sion, and moved its adoption. In regard to 
ways and means, he appealed for the support 
of every minister of the Church, and said 
that if they got that they soon would have 
the support ot every. member of the Church. 

The as John Waddell spoke of the 
Church is indebtedness to Dr. Morrow for 
what he had done in regard to the erection 
of the Lowe Memorial Church, and on his 
suggestion an expression of gratification at 
the scheme’s success was added to the resolu- 
tions. 

The report was adopted. 


CO-OPERATION. 

The report of: the Committee on Co- 
operation with other Evangelical Churches in 
Ireland stated :—(1) That circumstances which, 
in different localities, were disturbing fraternal 
relations, have been dealt with with success; 
(2) That the exchange of pulpits last year 
between Methodist and [Presbyterian ministers 
at General Assembly and Conference time, 
in some thirteen churches, proved highly 
helpful; (3) That further exchanges of the 
same kind are being arranged for this year. 

The report also referred to a proposed con- 
ference with the Methodist Church Com- 
mittee. 

The report was adopted, the Moderator con. 
gratulating the Rev. W. M. Carg'n on the 
work in which he and the Committee were 
engaged. 

The Rev. J. S. Rutherford, Kingstown, 
submitted the report of the United. Council 
of Christian Churches, which stated that the 
United Council desires to make a strong pro- 
test ‘against the proposal recently put for- 
ward that the slum clearance should be 
financed in the Irish Free State by means 


| of sweepstakes. The Council calls upon both 


State and local authorities to do their part 
faithfully in this urgent matter. 
The report was adopted. 


CHURCH UNION, 

The Rev. Professor Davey submitted the 
Report on Church Union. It stated :—* The 
Committee reports that it has held a num- 
ber of meetings, and also two conferences, 
with the corresp®nding Committee of the 
Church of Ireland, while Sub-Committees of 
the two main Committees have also held 
several joint meetings. Some progress has 
been made in defining the main issues, but it 
is as yet too early to present any defimte 
report on the negotiations. The discussions 
have throughout been most harmvuaious and 
cordial.” 

The Moderator said that the conferences 
were not held behind locked 
there was no secrecy in the matter. 

The report was adopted. 

The Rev. J. 8. Rutherford seconded the 
report. 

Mr. Hugh M'‘Neill said that it was with 
reluctance that he referred to these con- 
versations, which, he believed, might become 
a disturbing question in the Charch. He 
thought that there was something disquieting 
in these conversations, and their people were 
rightly asking why all this secrecy, and why 
were these conferences held behind closed 
doors? 

The report of the Continental Mission 
and the Temperance report were adopted. 


THE BETTING EVIL. 

The Rev. William Mitchell, B.A., B.D., in 
submitting the report on the state of re- 
ligion, said that there were 200 bookmakers 
at work in Belfast. He asked that the real 
culprits should be prosecuted, and not their 
clerks, and that more substantial fines 
should be imposed. At the present 
time, he sáid, when so many have 
been canght up in the whirlpool of the 
sweepstake craze, it is like the voice of one 
crying in the wilderness to protest against 
it. On Monday week last ten million slips 
of paper. representing the colossal sum of 
£4,800.000, were rolling about in the drum at 
the Plaga Ballroom, Dublin. The fact that 
such a large sum of money should be laid on 
the lap of the goddess of chance at a time 
of og commercial depression is evidence 
of the hold which the gambling habit has on 
the community. No one who has the moral 
and spiritual well-being of the nation at 
heart. can view with equanimity this state of 
affairs. The fact that the gamble is for the 
sake of the hospitals has, no doubt, obscured 
the question at issue. But the question 
arises: “ Is it right to do evil that good may 
come?’ I say emphatically “no.” The 
motive behind the whole business is largely 
selfish, to enrich oneself at the expense of the 
other man, to obtain a sum of money without 
iving an equivalent in work or worth. For 
that reason we would strongly urge our 
people te discountenance a practice so con- 
trary to the teaching and spirit of Jesus 
Christ.
